includes using said at least two texture coordinate gradient vectors computed for the 
respective graphics primitive for orienting said 3D coordinate frame; and utilizing at least 
said 3D coordinate frame to determine parameters of a parametric texture mapping 
function. 

Claim 32, the prior art does not teach computing denom, Ps, qs, pt, qt as claimed 
in the claim 32.
